MARSHALL FIELD 
SEEKS TO ALTER 


Possession of Bulk 
of Big Estate. 


Capt. Marshall Field, ITT, grandson of 
|the founder of the Field estate and 
business, is about to ask for a new and 
‘more favorable court interpretation of 
‘the famous Field will, which disposed 
of an estate valued at about $125,000,- 
000, and yet tied it up by intricate legal 
means to hold it together for a genera- 
tion or two, 

‘Capt. Fitid’s intention to seck a 
inodification of the drastic terms of the 
will became known yesterday as his 
attorneys, the firm of Miller, Starr, 
(Brown, Packard, and Peckham, were 
preparing to file a lengthy cross bill 
‘this week in the suit filed in the Su- 
perior cours in February, 1918, to con- 
strue the will of the late multi-mil- 
lionaire. 

A Two-fold Purpose. 

‘While members of the law firm would 
hot comment upon the proposed action 
in advance of the actual filing of the 
cross bill, it is said that its purpose is 
two-fold: 

‘To obtain complete possession of 

the bulk of the estate which was 

left to Marshall Field IIL. and 

Henry Field, the second and 

younger grandson, who died in 

New York June 17, 1918; Under 

the will the estate was to be di- 
_vided in the proportion of 60 to 40 

between the two sons, but not until 

they had attained the age of 60 

To set aside the drastic trustee- 
ship which the terms of his grand- 
father’s will provided for and 
which has practically limited his 
benefits to a portion of the income 
therefrom. 

“Purpose Only to Olarify.” 

It is also understood that young Mr. 
fMeld and his attorneys take the stand 
that the action is not intended to 
“break” the Field will, but simply 
to clarify and modify its complicated 
terms as the grandson interprets them, 
breaking only the clauses which hold 
it in trust for so many years. 

He is also declared to believe that 
Marshall Field Sr. had decided to alter 
the complicated and restricting trus- 


this. Mr. Field died in New York in 
January 1906 after a week's illness 
from pneumonia. 
There is a third grandchild, Gwen- 
dolen Field, who, under the will, re- 
ceives the income on a trust fund. 
That fund is to be $1,000,000 when she 
is 36. She does not participate largely 
in the estate except under the condition

When tt comes to ritribasnlect for 
hotels, restaurants, butcher shops, and 
storage warehouses and food factories 
lower temperatures are required. A 
hotel frequently needs to carry fish over 
two or three Fridays, and other foods 
at times for even a longer period. Food 
factories must keep their products in 
prime condition for weeks and storage 

warehouses must hold it at its best for 
six to twelve months, They must have 
the temperature just right, the humid- 
ity best for the particular product, ees 
the ventilation good. 

The best storage temperature for ait- 
ferent foods is as follows: 


Canned goods... 35,Banana’ ......34-36 
40|\Tomatoes .....34-35 
Butter 
storage ...... 5-10/ Fresh beef ...87-39 
Poultry—long 
storage ......25-28\Fresh fish ....25-30 
Apples ... -80-40 


In a ‘brewery fermenting room the tem- 
perature is held at 38.

These questions are frequently asked: 
What is the difference between a re- 
frigerator and an icebox and what are 
the advantages of each? In trade par- 
lance, if the refrigerator opens on top 
only and the food and ice are put in, 
from the top it is called an _ icebox.

So much for émciency. Economy re- 
solves itself into a question of ice con- 
sumption. The proposition is to keep the 
food chamber somewhere about 50 de- 
grees colder than the outside air. In the 
ordinary’ household refrigerator this is 
done by melting ice. The colder the food 


when it goes into the food chamber, the 


fewer times the doors are opened, and 
the better the insulation of the walls of 
the box the less ice is consumed. 

“A refrigerator wall generally consists 
of two layers for strength, one lining 
for appearance and ease of cleaning, one 
layer to. make the wall impervious’ te 
air, and one layer to prevent heat from | 
passing in from without. 

The best insulating material {ts cork 
board. ‘The United States government 
stands unequivocally on that. Further-' 
more, they tell us the thickness of other 
fabrics required to equal one inch of 
cork board in efficiency. There is noth- 
ing apart.about cork board. Just as good 
refrigerator walls can be built with 
other insulation, but they mnage: use 
greater thicknesses. 

If a given manufacturer can use an- 
other material to greater advantage be- 
cause it is cheaper or more available 
or easier- worked there {s no objection 
to his doing so provided he will use 
the required thickness of the insulator. 
A layer or two of tar paper is all right 
for its purpose. It is very effective in 
preventing air from passing through the 
wall, but it has but, little power as an in- 
sulator. 

Unjess the insulation is good it is tm- 
possible |to keep the temperature of the 
food chamber low—a matter of efficiency. 
The box will waste great quantities of 
ice—a matter of economy. 

So far 4s appearance is concerned, the 
subject is not worth much space except 
it be to say something about the tm- 
portance of smooth, white, nonabsorb- 
ing inside surface.
